Dispatches filed from Tientsin at 3

mutineers near the city. 

The situation is similar to that 
which existed in Peking during the 
Boxer siege. 

The whole foreign population Is tak- 
ing up arms to assist In tha datanaa, 
dispatches reported. 

One American and one British regi- 
ment were co-operating along the out- 
er line of defense, the messagea said, 
and the French Annamite troops were 
being strengthened by reiaforoamaata 
of FYeach oltlsens.
